“Istria, ae had been invested by his brother, 
the President, with full powers to act as his sub- 
stitute, in the provinces of the Greek continent. 
This appointment has given offence to Ypsilan- 
ti, who commands in the eastern quarter of 
Greece, and from him Augustin did not experi- 
ence a very agreeable reception. General 
Dentzel commands the troops in Western Greece, 
during the absence of General Church, who is 
gone to Egina. Colonel Mangin, who went 
to the Morea with the French expedition, is to 
have the command of the regular Greek troops.— 
Times. 

Belgrade, July 11.—The late events in the 
theatre of war have produced great sensation in 
Servia, and the party hostile to the Turks has 
attempted to take advantage of the occasion to 
excite troubles, in which, however, they have 
not succeeded. It is said that an insurrection 
hes broken out on the frontiers of Bosnia, but 
the Turkish authorities have succeeded in putting 
it down. This attempt has proved fatal to the 
authors, and the Pacha has sent their heads to 
Constantinople. 

Florence, July 23.—Letters from Syra, of 
the 18th, say, that the Greeks have taken 
Thebes by capitulation. Omer Pacha, of Caris- 
to, had gone to the relief of Athens, but had 
been defeated and obliged to abandon his posi- 
tion, and to retreat to Negropont. In conse- 

vence ef this event the Greeks had occupied 
Seape, so that the Acropolis was left to itself, 
and would not be able to hold out much longer.

From thie impartial view every reasonable 
and —pnpeons person will see clearly that the 
ber of prohibited articles which are of real 
importance is by no means great, and that the 
principal article of the same classes, for in- 
stance, wool, cotton, and silk, are still permit- 
ted, and are really imported in large quantities: 
among other things, cotton yarn to the value of 
thirty millions of rubles and more, If some ar- 
ticles are entirely prohibited, to the injury of the 
interests of foreign countries, let it be consider- 
ed how much staple articles of Russian export — 
for instance, cora, brandy, metals, leather, sail- 
cloth, &c. are either wholly prohibited in foreign 
countries, or liable to very high duties, or are 
permitted where no considerable demand for 
them is to be expected. The same may be said 
of tallow, hemp, flax, and several other impor- 
tant articles; and it is also to be observed that 
many of these articles were prohibited, or sub- 
jected to high duties, before Russia thought of 
increasing the rigour of its protective system. 
Such «6 aystem has, besides, long subsisted, a 
the short-lived Tariff of 1819, which depressed 
all Russian manufactures, made alone an ex- 
ception, and was followed by the most rigorous 
Tariff of 1822. It is also to be observed, that 
the system of reciprocity has long since been 
introduced in Russia, and that its own ships 
have no advantage above thoee of foreign na- 
tions. 
Paris, Aua. 4.—When the Fame, which has 
arrived at Toulon, left Algiers, the brig Alert 
was close in under the batteries, for the purpose 
of communicating with the Government, but 
little good was expected from the negociations. 
About 60 muskets, sabres, pistols, and other 
military accoutrements, trophies of the unfortu- 
nate affair in which 24 of our seamen perished, 
were carried tin triumph hrough the streets of 
Algiers, and this display has contributed very 
much to increase the fanaticism of the popula- 
tion of that town. 
A Journal printed at Marseilles says, that a 
Spanish vessel had been sent out to the French

The French papers state, on the authority of 
a letter from Madrid dated 25th July, that the 
Captain-General of the Havannah, Vives, had 
sent in his resignation. He complains of the 
appointment of Barradasto the command of the 
expedition against Mexico. Barradas had been 
sent to Europe several times by Vives, in conse- 
quence of his being considered a dangerous 
man; but each time he has returned to Cuba 
with additional rank, and now he is entrusted 
with @ most important command and full powers. 
Vives is fearful of the consequences of the expe- 
dition, says the letter from Madrid, and, being 
unwilling to share the responsibility, he begs the 
King to send him a successor. It is to be observ- 
ed, that the correspondence from Madrid sup- 
pled to the French papers is in general deserv- 
ing of very little credit.
